Second Trial In 
Damage Suit To 
End This Week 


The second trial of the $619,000 
damage suit of the Balfour Guthr- 
jes company against the Great 
Western Power company will be 
concluded this week in the court 
of Superior Judge A. B.’McKenzie 
at Martinez. 

The testimony was completed 
on Friday evening and Judge Mc- 
Kenzie has ordered arguments to 
start Tuesday. Debate has been 
limited to two days, thus assuring 
that the case will go to the jury 
not later than Thursday noon. 

The suit, which has been in the 
Contra Costa court for the past 
eleven weeks, seeks to recover 
the cost of 8000 tons of grain de- 
stroyed in 1924 when the Port 
Costa warehouse of the Port Costa 
Wharf and Warehouse company 
was destroyed by fire. Balfour 
yuthries company, owner of the 
grain dealers say that the fire was 
started by faulty transformers 
maintained by the power company. 

The Port Costa company also ; 
has a suit for $300,000 damages 
pending against the power com- 
pany. 

The first trial lasted six weeks, 
resulting in the jury splitting six 
to six.
